BRITAIN SEEMS DEAF 
TQ APPEALS FOR MERCY 


Officially Announced 
That MacSwiney Will 
Not Be Released—Lord 
Mayor in Last Stage of 
Weakness and Death 
Seems Very Near. 


London, September 4.—Late Sat- 
urday night the condition of Lord 
Mayor MacSwiney continued criti- 
cal, it was announced through an 
agency report. No definite informa- 
tion, however, of his acttal condi- 
tion was available. 

Father Dominic, chaplain to the 
lord mayor, had not left the bed- 
side at midnight. It was presum- 
ed that-he would spend the entire 
night in the prison, acting as relief 
to the mayors brother, Sean Mac- 
Swiney. 


London, September 4.—The condi- 
tion of Lord Mayor MacSwiney, of 
Cork, was tonight described as criti- 
cal. He-was in the last stage of 
weakness and unable to ‘talk to 
relatives, but was conscious and his 
willpower ‘still strong. Hig wife 
left him at 7 o’clock this evening 
apparently deeply anxious. 

Mrs. MacSwiney and the lord may- 
or’s sister, Mary, today callea at the 
American, French, Spanish, Italian 
and Belgian embassieg to-ask them 
to make urgent representations to 
their governments. None of the am- 
bassadors -was in town. The Bel- 
gian secretary ajone was found and 
Promised he would report Mayor 
MacSwiney’s case to the ambassador 
On his return. 

Annie MacSwiney, the lord may- 
or’s sister, on leaving Brixton jail 
at 2:30 o’clock this afternoon, said 
her brother was at his very lowest. 
Acting on the doctor’s advice, she 
did not attempt to converse with 
the lord mayor, but read to him. As 
Miss MacSwiney left the bedside her! 
brother signified that he wished .to 
give her a message. She had to 
place her ear almost upog his lips 
to catch the communication. 

Mrs. Terence MasSwiney has ca- 
bled to President Wilson an appeal 
in behalf of her husband. 

Mrs. MacSwiney asks Mr. Wilson 
to “use your influence with the 
English government to prevent the 
perpetration of an outrage on civili- 
zation.” She declares her husband 
is “dying in an English prison.” 

Why Gevernment Is Firm. - 

The reasons why the government 
will not release Lord Mayor Mac- 
Swiney, of Cork, are given in an 
official statement issned today. They 
are that fresh attempts would be 
made to “continwe with added ac- 
tivity the long series of murders of 
policemen” and “would open the

any similar offense to use the case 
of the lord mayor as a precedent 
with good hopes of securing re- 
lease and the opportunity to repeat 
thé acts which led to his incar- 
ceration.” ' J 

The statément continues: 

“Unless the object of the lord 
mayor and -+is associates is to se-

Permanent Registration 
List Governs Primary 


Three thousand citizens of At- 
lanta who were disqualified to 
vote in the city primary held in 
July are entitled to the ballot 
in the state primary to be }eld 
September 8, according to Lu- 
cien UWarris, registrar of this 
county. 

All persons who took part in 
the county primary in April and 
those who registered after the 
April primary, if they registered 
before May 1, when the registra- 
tion’ lists for the coming elec- 
tion were closed, can vote in 
the election this week.

Governor Cox called upon Senator 
Harding for an unequivocal Sstate- 
ment of his peace plans, charging 
again that the republican candidate 
had taken several different posi- 
tions. He also accused the sena- 
tor of “dodging 1,163” roll calls in 
the senate, and deciaring that Mr. 
Harding could not “side step” the 
present issue.

Tennessee’s Action, Nul- 
lifying _ Ratification of 
Anthony Amendment, on 
Way to Secretary Colby. 


Nashville, Tenn., September 4.— 
The house of representatives of the) 
Tennessee legislature showed further 
today at .the final session of the 
special session its anti-ratificationist 
tendency when the bill to require 
women to pay a poll tax was de- 
feated, 41 to 34, and when it refused 
to allow spread upon its journal a 
motion by T. K. Riddick guffrage 
floor leader, to have the house de- 
elare illegal its action of last Tues- 
day in expunging from the journal 
its previous action in ratifying the 
suffrage amendment. 

Several amendments desiened to 
destroy the effect of the poll tax 
bill were offered before the com- 
plete bill was rejected. The prin- 
cipal objection offered was that 
women may vote in the November 
election without a poll tax and that 
the question of the legality of the 
Nineteent® amendment. will be de- 
cided before the regular session of 
the legislature in January. 

Suffrage Leader Protests.’ 

In offering his motion to have 
the house declare the illegal Its 
action early in the week in ex- 
punging from the journal the suf- 
frage ratification proceedings, Mr. 
Riddick contended that a two-thirds’ 
majority of the members present 
was necessary to expunge a record 
from the journal, whereas the ac- 
tion had been taken wy a Dare Ma-~ 
jority vote. He ‘cited the rules of 
the house and manuals of parlia- 
mentary law in proof of his point. 
He was. over-ruled by’ Speaker 
Walker upon the ground that the 
motion had not been made at the 
time of action by rne house. 

Mr. Riddick then entered protest 
that he had been denied the rights 
of a citizen, granted under the state 
constitution, in not having his mo- 
tion and protest entered upon the 
journal. 

Both aouses of the legislature ad-~ 
journed tonight after they haa 
passed over the veto of Governor 
Robérts the appropriation bill, 
which among other things gave to 
each member ~$100 extra for éx- 
penses. incurred in remaining longer 
than the twenty days of the spe- 
cial session.

CONDITIONS IN INDIA 
~ WORST IN 45 YEAR 


Washington, September 4.—Con- 
ditions in India row are the worst 
in the past forty-five years, accord- 
ing to a survey by the American 
Baptist Foreign Missionary society, 


made public hére today. 

The report, prepared by Rev. W. 
i. Ferguson, describes a state of 
“unrest with political and social dis- 
orders/such as India has not known 
for centuries, if ever.’ 

Conditions in: south India have 
equaled fhe worst ever known to 
the inhabitants of that poverty- 
stricken cauntry,”. it continues. 

“Our mission ‘stations, besieged 
day and night by throngs of hun- 
gry people crying for food, were 
able to offer but slight aid, the ap- 
peal was se great. Men and women. 
through sheer weakttness, staggered 
about like drunken people. Sut- 
ferings were intensified By lack of 
drinking water, while an epidemic 
of cholera took great tolls of hu- 
man life. 

“Our missionaries provided relief 

to the best of their ability and fo» 
months over a hundred children 
without protection, food or clothing 
were fed and sheltered at the Bap- 
tist compound. At Sooriapett, fam- 
ine camps set up by the gov@rn- 
ment, often fed as many as 5,000 ar 
a time. 
“Historic old shade trees were 
stripped of all foltage to provide 
fodder for te cattle. In ordinary 
times the lopping off a single 
branch of one of these would have 
been considered a crime.”

Gerard on Job. 


Meantime former Ambassador 
James Gerard has been appointed 
financial director of the democratic 
national committee with the rather 
lelicate task of interesting the old- 
time “angels” of the party who 
thus far haven't started the usual 
jingling in the _ collection plate. 
These men, all Wilson-McAdoo en- 
thusiasts, are in a position to give 
Cox just as good a run for’ his 
money as they°gave Wilson in 1912 
and 1916—but they have been nei- 
ther happy nor satisfied at the na- 
ture-of the Cox campaign leader- 
Bhip.

SENATOR HARRIS TALKS 
AT APANESE BANQUE 


Tokio, September 4.—(By the As- 


sociated Press.)—The entire cabinet 


and 600 Japanese and American men 
and women attended: the luncheon 
given in honor of the visiting Amer- 
ican congressmen in the Imperial] 
hotel. Takashir Hara. the premier, 
toasted President Wilson, Edward 
Bell, American charge d'affaires. 
and the Japanese emperor. 

Addresses were delivered by Sen- 
ator William J. -Harris, of Gorgia, 
and Representative John H. Small. 
of North Carolina, both dwelling, on 
the innumerable courtesies the 
American congressmen have receiv- 
ed in Japan. Mr. Harris said he 
would. leave with strong feelings of 
friendship for and belief in the 
Japanese people. “There ts not an 
enemy of Japan but would like to 
see differences arise between Japan 
and America,” Mr. Harris declared, 
“but differences must &nd will be 
avoided through frank intercourse.” 

In the course of his address Mr. 
Small said that questions of immi- 
Sration or the treatment of Japanese 
in the United States would perma- 
nently mar the friendship between 
the two countries. The American 
people, he declared, love peace and 
the friendly spirit for Japan would 
not lightly be displaced. 

The central factor of. America’s 
dealings with other nations, Mr. 
Small continued, wére righteousness 
and justice. He pointed out that a 
Japanese journal had spoken of 
America as a menace to Japan, but 
declared that anyone who said that, 
or proclaimed Japan a menace to 
America, must be a jingo. 

If Japan and Ameriea continued 
to deal with each other frankly, he 
said. no’ difference would arise 
which could not be adjusted in the 
forum of truth. 

President Oku, of the house of 
representatives, after declaring that 
if.both sides did their utmost with 
due regard for the principles of jus- 
tice and fair play he had not the 
slightest doubt all troubles actually 
existing and all those which might 
possibly arise between the two na- 
tions could be solved to the entire 
satisfaction of both, he continued:

Not until my admin- 
istration was the task undertaken.

IT took the 
money which the tax dodgers had 
been withholding from your treasury 
to provide a special institution for 
these unfortunate children. 

“Hoke Smith during.-his adminis- 
tration of office was compelled to 
return $5,000 of tax money improp- 
erly collected and he did not get 


it from the habitual tax dodgers 
either.” 

CHEER 

GOVERNOR. 

The audience wildly approved 


when the governor declared that, if 
he had it to do over again he.would 
employ special tax agents, veto the 
Steiner legacy bill a fire Frank 
Grant. He declared that Grant had 
held his position so long that he 
felt like he controlled the admin- 
istration. He said that he told the 
man several times that he would 
have to give his entire time to the 
state and had raised his salary. hbe- 
cause he said thatit was not suffi- 
gient to support his wife and chil- 
dreh. After many repeated remon- 
strations and every effort made to 
get Grant to attend to his duties 
and not hire himself out to florists 
in the city. the governor said that 
he finally fired him, put his porter 
to cutting the capitol grass and 
saved the state $900 per year. 

Then turning to national issues, 
the governor declared that no gre 
issue had ever been so lied about 
and misrepresented as the league 
of nations. He read from Franklin 
I>. Roosevelt on the league, who, he 
said, seemed to have gotten a clear- 
er idea of it than almost anybody 
else. As to reservations, he declar- 
ed that only one was needed; that 
simply an interpretative reservation 
to set us right with the nations of 
the world. 

“Anv i1%-vear-old boy who has 
read our constitution knows that it 
cannot be repealed by a treaty,” he 
added .“But for the benefit of oth- 
er navi. who are not familiar with 
our constitution it would be well to 
make a formal declaration to the 
world thdt the league instrument 
did not repeal the constitution nor 
deprive congress of any. of its pow- 
ers thereunder. 

“The principles underlying the 
league of nations are the principles 
of the Great Book, the principles for 
which the lowly Nazarene lived and 
died. The league idea will not die. 
because. it meets the call of our 
mothers who want to save their 
sons from risking their lives’ in 
war. It will preserve the tranquil- 
ity of the world.” . 

The gbvernor scoffed the idea that 
the league would create a= super- 
state or deprive the United States 
of any of its sovereign powers. 


THROW AWAY 
RESULTS OF VICTORY. 


“On account of the senatori! oli- 
garchy, the poison squad,” con- 
tinued, “America hag lost its pres- 
tig® and we have world-wide in- 
dustrial unrest. We have thrown 
away the results of the great vic- 
tory won by our boys in the war.

At the same time the governor 
directed telegrams to the presidents 
of the Southern, Louisville and 
Nashville, Central of Georgia sand 
Frisco railroads, urging their co-op- 
eration through the furnishing of

state.”’ 
Strike Call Issued. 

Birmingham, Ala., September 4.— 
J. R. Kennamer, president of the 
Alabama _ division, United Mine 
Workers of America, stated tonight 
that he would not grant Governor 
Kilby’s request to hold the strike 
order in abeyance, declaring that it 
was too late to do so, even if he 
were so inclined. 


He declared that many miners in 
the Alabama coal] fields had already 
ceased work, and that many locals 
not heretofore on strike had join- 
ed the walkout durwe tne day. 

Mr. Kennamer reiterated that he 
had called the strike on instruc- 
tions from international headquar- 
ters and that since he had followed 
instructions there was nothing for 
him to do but let the strike call 
stand. He declared that. under no 
circumstances would the strike he 
recalled unless the operators first 
agreed_to terms “whereby the strike 
could be settled with fairness to the 
miners.” 

“The strike call has been issued,” 
he said, “and I am certainly not go- 
ing to recall it.’’ P 

The district executive board of 
the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica issued ,their official strike call 
this afternoon, the strike to go Into, 
effect at midnight Monday night. 
The call consists of a lengthy state- 
ment in which six demands upon the 
operators are enumerated, and de- 
clares that the strike 1s called for 
the purpose of compelling the oper- 
ators to meet representatives of the 
men in joint conference and “settle 
the ouestions at issue, and which 
questions shall form the basis of an 
agreement when the operators meet 
in joint conference with the mine 
workers’ representatives.’ 

Open Shop Involved, 

The union officials in their call

Judge Atkinson had held many of 
the most important positions at the 
giit of the people of the two sec- 
tions in which he had lived, Bruns- 
wick and Atlanta, and had alsa been 
honored with high state places. 

Superior Court Judge. 

He was elected judge of the Sue 
perior court Brunswick circult, in 
November, 1886, and resigned this 
place in 1892, 
capacity with distinction. 

He then returned to the practice 
of his profession, but was soon call- 
ed to publie service again, this time 


being elected an associate justice 
of the state supreme courf, which 
brought him to Atlanta, where he 
had lived ever since. 

He remained a member of the 
supreme court bench, on which he 
had succeeded Hon. Thomis J. Sim- 
mons, until 1897 when he resigned 
and began the practice of law in 
this city. 


For many years the law firm of 
Atkinson & Born had been one of 
the best known in Georgia, and many 
of the biggest cases in the state 
came undé&r its direction. 

On Railroad Commission, 

Shortly after his service with the 
Supreme court was completed, he 
was elected a member of the state 
railroad coOmmission, serving there 
for several years, reaching the rank 
of chairman. 

Judge Atkinson was elected a 
delegate from the state at large to 
the convention which nominated 
Grover Cleveland for the presidency 
in 1884,

If Judge Atkinson had lived he 
would have been 68 years of age in 
November. He is survived by his 
widow, who before her marriage

TRAFFIC LAWS. 


The increasing prevalence of 
traffig law violations in American 


cities has impelled. the “arrests 
and penalties” committee of the 
National Traffic Officers’ associa- 
tion to recommend a stiffening of 
the general judicial attitude  to- 
ward such offenses. 

At a recent convention of the as- 
sociation, held in San Francisco, 
the committee recommended a 
complete set of penalties for incor- 
poration in a proposed internation- 
al motor vehicle law; which penal- 
ties, taking them collectively, 
would be much more severe than 
those customarily imposed by the 
average American judge. 

The tendency of the proposed 
code is to minimize, if not to aban- 
don altogether, the fining of viola- 
tors of the traffic rules and regu- 
lations, prison sentences, revoca- 
tion of licenses and impounding of 
cars are penalties recommended. 
as substitutes for fines. . 

For example, in the language of 
a press digest of the recommenda- 


vons-— 


“Six months’ imprisonment and 
permanent revocation of the driv- 
ers’ licenses was the punishment 
recommended for the’ motorists 
speeding away from accidents in 
which there were persons injured. 
Revécation of the operator’s license 
the second conviction for 
driving a motor vehicle while in- 
toxicated was advised. 

“A minimum prison sentence of 
one year for theft of an automo- 
bile was another proposak Thirty 
days in the county jail without al- 
ternative penalty was recommended 
for operating without a license and 


a similar punishment for failure to 


register a car. 


“For speeders, the recommenda- 


tion was 10 days’ suspension of the 


license for the first offense, or im- 
pounding of the car for the same 


period, or 10 days’ imprisonment, or 
all three penalties.” 


Strict “rules of the road” were 
levised by the committee, depriva- 
tion of license for thirty days be- 
ing the penalty recommended for 
offenders. 
The committee further proposed 
that state motor vehicle depart- 
ments be created in all states, and 
that these departments keep a 
record of all stolen cars. 
Motor vehicle traffic in this 
country is no longer local, but car- 
ried on an an interstate scale— 
‘ven transcontinental journeys by 
automobile- being common. 

That being the case, it would 
eem that a uniform, nation-wide 


‘overning such traffic would not 
mly be serviceable, but a means of 
sparing interstate motorists a lot 
of worry and confusion which they 
t6w experience because of the lack 
£ uniformity of the laws in force 
1 the various states and commn- 
Lities.

Their courageous forti- 
tude and cheerful willingness to 
Carry on would instantly abash 
the eye which looks to such ends, 
and shun the home in which aught 
but a sincere sympathy and due 
veneration resides. 

Seldom do the sacrifices of a 
soldier’s life end with the re 
establishment of peace—for the 
vast majority war's exactions must 
be met through a long aftermath. 
To the wounds in body and spirit 
sustained by our old veterans age 
has added infirmities and joy only 
in retrospect. There is little left 
to fill their failing days save food, 
sleep, and reminiscences. Shall we 
permit neglect to render these de- 
void of pleasure, by faulty roofing, 
dilapidated furnishings, amd insuf- 
ficient heat? 

We know that to call the atten- 
tion of the people of Georgia to 
this obligation is but the equiva- 
lent of their exercising a cherished 
privilege.

“Loafing cars are of no more 
use than loafing men,” is an epi- 
grammatic statement that is the 
“Keynote” of Bulletin No. 1, dated 
August 20, which has been issued 
by the Association of Railway 
Executives, “for the information of 
Officials of railroads and others to 
unify all forces in the effort to se- 
cure maximum service from exist- 
ing transportation facilities.” 

The bulletin sets forth that in 
order to obtain the maximum of 
service from the railroad rolling 
stock equipment now in existence 
it has been— 


“Resolved by the association 
that all of its members and other 
carriers be urged to devote their 
utmost energies to the more in- 
tensive use of existing equipment; 
and as definite aims undertake. 
with the co-operation of the pub- 
lic, to attain: 

“1. An average daily minimum 
movement of freight cars of not 
less than 30 miles per day. 

“2.. An average loading 
tons per car. , 

“3. Reduction of bad order cars 
to a maximum of. 4. per cent of 
total owned. 

“4. An early and substantial re- 
duction in the number of locomo- 
tives now unfit for service.

The fact has been established by 

reliable calculation, according to 
this bulletin, that— 
“the average freight car is actu- 
ally in a train moving between one 
terminal and another only 2.6 hours 
out of 24; that it is actually at the 
Service of the shipper or receiver 
8.8 hours out of 24.” 

Regardless of this fact, the rail- 
roads of the country have con- 
certediy undertaken to increase | 
thet average freight car movement 
from 26.9 miles per day, the aver- 
age of 1916, to 30 miles per day— 
which is one mile more than the 
record, which was made under the 
stress of war in May, 1917. 

During the month of July, and 
prior to the issuance of the bulle- 
tin in question, the Atlanta, Bir- 
Mingham and Atlantic, independ- 
ent of all other railroads, put into 
effect a policy aimed at the. de- 
sired end: That of reducing to a 
minimum the idleness of its roll- 
ing stock. 

It began, first, by reducing its 
number of “bad order” cars and 
locomotives from .085 and .265 per 
cent, respectively, on March 1, to 
059 and .108 per cent, respect- 
ively, on August 27, 1920: which 
is far below the average, taking 
the rolling stock condition of the 
railroads of the country as a 
whole. 

Then, by the “fusion of the 
spirit of accomplishment, co-opera- 
tion and helpfulness in the rank 
and file of its employees, the ship-

pers and its patrons in general, oh 
applied itself to increasing the per 
diem mileage covered by its 
freight cars, attaining for the;

miles per day more than the goal 
set by the Association of Railway’ 
Executives. And the mark the 
ee B. & A. is now “shooting at” is 
50 miles per day per car! 

What this means to the country 
in this day of car shortage and

The readers of this column need 
not comfort themselves with the 
idea that this text is the valedictory 
of the preacher.

A New Doctrine of Nuallification. 
AS an amateur student‘of democ- 
racy I have been intensely interest- 
ed in some of the novel doctrines 


and practices which have recentiyv 
emerged from the: mysterious inner 
chambers of the committees and 
caucuses, but I believe that this is 
the most unique and interesting de- 
liverance of them all. The peopie 
of the United States through their 
congress and legislatures have 
amended their national constitution 
SO as te provide that the women of 
this nation shall be admitted to the 
franchise. The question of their 
wisdom in doing this is no longer 
an issue. _Just as the women of 
the state Of Georgia are about to 
take advaktage of this legal right, 
the chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of a political party an 
nounces that they cannot do so. 


Note the reason which he gives: 


“Not until the legislature of Geor.- 
gia enacts a law providing the ma- 
chintery, etc.,” can the women vote.

is that the legislature of Georgia 
either by indifference or deliberate 
purpose, can nullify the constitu- 
tion of the United States by simply 
failing to act. Can any more vicious 
or absurd doctrine be taught?

bers 33,900,000 acres; in 1919, the 
acreage embraced 32,865,000 acres, 


a decrease in 1919 of 3 per cent.® 


In 1912, the ten states used 3,515,- 
744 tons, and in 1919, 3,751,464 tons 
of commercial fertilizers, an in- 
crease in 1919 of 6.6 per cent. 


In 1912, 60 per cent of the fer- 
tilizers purchased was applied to 
cotton; in 1919, 50 per cent was 
used under cotton. This change was 
a result of giving closer attention 
to the corn crop in particular, 

In 1912, the ten states produced 
13,340,314 bales of cotton; in 1919, 

ey produced 10,799,000 bales—a 
gmat of 19 per cent against 


In 1912, there was applied to cot- 
ton per acre, on a general aver- 
age, a total of 124.5 pounds; in 1919, 
2 general average application of 
114.1 pounds per acre was made. 

In 1912, the general average 
vield of cotton per acre in the 
ten states was 190 pounds or 38-100 
of a bale; in 1919, the general aver- 
age yield per acre in these states 
was 160 pounds or 32-100 of a bale. 


Cost of Production. 


At a glance, you see to what 
extent high-grade fertilizer func- 
tions, even though supplied to the 
plants in an extremely uneconomical 
manner. This is a very important 
matter, for the secret of “money 
in cotton” rests almost wholly in 
a marked reduction in the cost of 
production. A high general aver- 
age yield per acre of lint cotton 
means a distinct profit to the pro- 
ducer. On the other hand, a low 
general average yield per acre holds 
the producer to the “hand-to- 
mouth” mode of living. 

Tenants, of course, are directly 
responsible for the low general av- 
erage yield of all crops they culti- 
vate. They will not use any fer- 
tilizer otherwise than sparingly. In 
a large number of instances, land- 
lords are “particeps criminis” in 
this wasteful practice. Landlords 
of that class demand cotton. They 
lose sight of everything else. You 
will better understand the situa- 
tion when informed that fifty-five 
(55) per cent of the farms in the 
ten cotton states are operated by 
tenants. 

In 1912, December. 1, the gen- 
eral average price of fotton was 12 
cents a pound; in 1919, the general 
price was 35.4 cents a pound. If 
the general average yield per acre 
in 1919 had been 190 instead of 
160 pounds (both averages too low), 
the producer should have received 
$10.62 per acre more than under 
the low average yield of 160 
pounds. rk

New York, September 4,—For the 
past two wéeks railroad bonds have 
advanced more than at any time 
since the armistice was signed, No- 
vember 11, 1918. After the date 
last named a decline star::-‘1 that 
carried bond prices down to the 
lowest level ever touched. That was 
last May. Since then there have 
been several false starts upward. 
Even the best investment bankers 
in Wall street are not agreed as 
to the outlook for the bond market. 
On one side the belief was expressed 
‘this week that prices of railway 
bonds will continue to rise until 
something like the old-time levels 
aré re-established; others were 
equally sure that another false 
start has been made. What can 
be said on both sides of this ques- 
tion which is one of vital inter- 
est to that large part of the pub- 
lic which has been holding on to 
idle money until the right time 
arrives to put it to work in the 
bond market. 

First it should be understood that 
when the European war broke out 
75 per cent of the bonds traded in 
on the New York stock exchange 
were railroad issues. Then it should 
be recalled that during the first 
two or three years of the war, to 
raise money for income taxes, for 
living expenses.and to buy their 
own government war bonds, for- 
eigners sold $2,000,000,000 worth of 
American railroad investments on 
this market. 

Then this country entered the 
war and there was a wave of home 
liquidation such as that witnessed, 
from abroad. 

Home Liquidation. 

A large part of the selling of rail- 
road bonds both foreign.and domes- 
tic was in response to the adjust- 
ment to money market conditions. 
With all of the principal countries 
of the world bidding against each 
other for money for war purpose, 
naturally the interest rate on new 
loans went up and the price of rail- 
road bomds declined to meet the 
higher income returns on govern- 
ment issues. 

Then the war ended and corpora- 
tions which had been kept out o 
the money market because of war- 
time restrictions started in to bid 
against each other for loans to 
carry on the unprecedented after- 
war business. The result was that 
interest rates went higher than ever 
causing further readjustment down- 
ward in the prices of outstanding 
railroad bonds on November 11, 1918, 


last May when the low records were

everything from a match to a fu- 
neral.” In the main building may 
be found a small library, a writing 
room, a moving picture machine, 
mess hall, and chapel. Across the 
parade grounds stands the hospital 
and office of the resident physician. 
All of this is given on $1.25 per 
men per day.

WAGE INGREASE GIVEN 


NAVY YARD WORKERS 


Washington, September 4. — A 
Wage increase of 5 per cent was 
awarded all classes of civil em- 
ployees in the naval establishment 
under a’new pay schedule approved 
today by Secretary Daniels, and 
which will go into effect “on the 
nearest pay day to September 15.” 
The increase, based on thé differ- 
ence in the advance in cost of liv- 
ing and the congressional bonus au- 
thorized sence the last readjust- 
ment of wages a year and ai half 
ago, affects more than 286,000 na- 
val employees. 

Several classes of employees, in- 
cluding practically all the clerical 
forces and four mechanical trades, 
will receive increases considerably 
above the general 5 per cent ad- 
vance through a readjustment of 
the entire wage schedule to correct 
inequalities in the present scale. The 
new schedule was not made public 
today, but will be announced early 
next week, Secretary Daniels said. 

OutSide of the increase the most 
important provision of the new 
schedule is a reduction of working 
hours to four on Saturday, the year 
round, the employees to be paid for 
the half day’s work at the hourly 
rate. While thig provision will oft- 
set to some extent the increases ap- 
plying on hourly pay, it was said 
the employees had approved the 
provision through their representa- 
tive on the recommending board, 
who joined in submitting a unan- 
{mous report to the secretary. 

While the basic 5 per’ cent in- 
crease does not meet the demands 
of the employees, which ranged from 
25 cents an hour as a minimum gen- 
eral increase to 45 cents for me- 
chanics, the board’s report to the 
secretary declared the scale of pay 
in the naval establishment was 
found to be “5 per cent hizcher, 
bonus considered, than the wazce 
scale of any other industry” with- 
out the present increase included. 

The increase was awarded despite 
this fact, the report said, because 
under the terms of the original 
award of the Macey board, read- 
justing navy yard pay, the navy 
is “pledged to workers to make a 
decision on the basis of the change 
in the cost of living.” In this con- 
nection, the Board recommended the 
future readjustments be made “in 
accordance with the law of 1862, 
upon the basis of current wages in 
Similar private estaorisnments.”’

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War Mothers to Unveil 
Shaft to Slain Heroes 


BY HOWARD T. JONES. 
The War Mothers association will 
unveil a tablet in memory of the 130 
“fallen heroes of Fulton. county” 
at Pershing Point Sunday afternoon, 
September 12, at 4:30 o'clock. A 
pand from Camp Gordon and an ¢s- 
cort from the American Legion will 
participate in- the program. Per- 
shing Point is the first and only 
memorial erected in this county t@ 
the dead of the European war. 

The War Mothers association was 
ofganized in March of 1917 and has 
been active in all forms of pa- 
triotic and civic work since that 
time. Mrs. Samuel D. Jones, presi- 
dent, ‘states ‘that the organization 
was conceived through 4a semi- 
selfish motive, the desire of mothers 
whose sons were entering the peril- 
ous service of their country “to 
gather together that they might 
look into one another’s faces, and 
Selp each other to bear sorrows 


Ywh.xh they knew were to come and 


rejoic:s over whatever joy might be 
allowed.’ From a personal society 
this assoc‘<tion quickly grew into 
@ public insi*ution, 

Was An Eyesore. 

In the ys when Gordon was 
@ training camp.the pfet of land 
at-the out-of-town intersection of 
Peachtree and West Peachtree 
streets was an unsightly vacant jot 
on which it was proposed to erect 
a smal] store to catch the soldier 
trade. Residents of that locality, 
to prevent this, bought the plot and 
presented it to the city. At this 
time the War Mothers went to the 
park board and the city council with 
a request that they be permitted to 
use the ground as the site of their 
projécted memorial. The park board 
suggested the name of Pershing 
Point and the city contributed their 
part by clearing the ground and 
laying the necessary concrete work. 
At this juncture the organization 
of five hundred mothers, represent- 
ing every phase of the life of At- 
lanta and the county, took over the 
entire work. ? 

In this way an I!ll-kept, unused 
lot has been transformed from an 
eyesore to a beautiful spot in the 
center of the city’s residential dis- 
trict commemorating gg heroism 
of a gallant dead, an@ an object 
lessory in the glorious history ' of 
staté and nation for younger gen- 
erations. Today a simple and dig- 
nified shaft rises in the center of 
the triangular sward on which will 
be placed the tablet bearing the 
gold-starred names. About this cen- 
tral motif curves a semi-circular 
seat on which are chiseled such 
names as  Cantignay, Chateau- 
Thierry, Meuse-Argonne, key-names 
to sorrowful yet brilliant past. 
Ju between the shaft and the 
is placed a 
sun-dial, on which are graven the 
words, “After Darkness Comes 
Light.” At the very apex pf the 
Plot stands a marker of Stone 
Mountain granite bearing the name, 
“Pershing Point.” In October some 
two or fhree hundred trees and 
pieces of shrubbery will be set out 
that this retreat may be shaded and 
restful for those Who cannot visit 
graves in far-off France and Bel- 
gium. 

Mrs. Jones states that this un- 
veiling by no means marks the cul- 
mination of the war mothers’ work, 
that before them lies the task of 
carrying-on the spirit ‘and history 
of 1917-18, of helping the wounded 
and keeping fresh the memory of 
our obligaion toward those who 
have passed.

cents, the price of seed ata minimum 
of $60 a ton, and recommending 
that the’ acreage for foodstuffs be 
placed at 331-3 per cent for 1921, 
the American Cotton association fin- 
ished. its work at Montgomery Fri- 
day. State Commissioner of Agri- 
culture for Georgia J. J. Brown, 
Saturday afternoon gave out the fol- 
lowing statement regarding the 
Meeting: ° 

‘“T have just returned from Mont- 


‘ gomery, where I served as chairman 


of thé price and acreage recommen- 
dation committee of the American 
Cotton association,” Commissioner 
Brown said, “and this committee 
recommended 40 cents per pound as 
the minimum price for cotton up to 
November 1, with an -increase of 1 
cent per month thereafter until the 
entire crop has been- marketed. The 
association approved this action. 

“We posted a resolution to‘ the 

effect that 331-3 per cent of the 
1920 cotton acreage should be plant- 
ed to food and feed products in 1921, 
mainly for the reason that the spin- 
ning world and bear speculators 
seem inclined to refuse to take our 
cotton at what it costs to preduce 
it. The anufacturers may shut 
down and refse to buy our cottton, 
but they cannot stop eating, and the 
world is ready and eager to take all 
the food and feed products we can 
make. 
‘The association further recom- 
mended a price of $60°per ton for 
sound, dry cotton seed, based on 
what cotton seed products are worth 
today, aS compared with other ma- 
terials. 

“Now, I want to strongly urge the 
farmers of Georgia to heed these 
recommendations. I suggest that in 
their own interests, they harvest 
their cotton as rapidly as possbilein 
order to protect the grade and the 
Staple, and that they be in no big 
hurry out ginning it. Where. they 
are compelled to have money, they 
should have their cotton carefully 
ginned and baled, and deposited in 
a bonded warehouse, using the re- 
ceipts as collatral] and holding the 
actual cotton in their own names, 
until it reachesat least the price the 
Montgomery meeting recommended, 

“This price is conceded by all to 
be fair and reasonable. I have 
never seen such a determination on 
the part of the farmers of the south 
to hold out for a price which will 
give. them some small profit, at 
least, above the cost of production. 

“If we stand firm, we will get the 
prices we are demanding and more. 
If, we weaken, the bear speculators 
and European spinners, with their 
shrewd manipulatino, will take our 
cotton at lesg than it has cost to 
produce it.”

Chicago, September 4.—(Specig].) 
Development of the agricultural re- 
sources of the south is one of the 
most important factors in the prox- 
ress of the southern states, accord- 
ing ‘to Dr. Miltor P. Jarnagin, of 


Athen’. who. with a party of more 
than 230 bankers, farmers and mer- 
chants ef Gecrgia, has arrived to in- 


‘spect the plant of Armour and com- 


pany, Union Stock yards. It is the 
opiniun of Dr. Jarnagin that the in- 
creased activity of the Georgia 
farmer so as to encourage a great- 
er production of live stock, is ‘one 
of the greatest steps forward that 
thé south ean take. and he and his 
party have made the trip to the Chi- 
cago Stoe 
obtain a better understarding of the 
processes through which the prod- 
ucts they have.to sell are put before 
thev reach the. consumer. 

These southern farmers wanted <¢o 
get first hand information concern- 
ine the spread between the price 
which the¥, as producers, will re- 
ceive for their product and the-price 
which the housewife, as the home 
buyer, pays for the product.- Thev 
wanted to learn the economic laws 
production and 
marketing of products so thaf they 
might better be able to measure 
the value of their own endeavors, 
and to determine the forces which 
make and establish the prices for 
the fruits of their labor. 

One of the outstaygding facts 
learned by this party of southern 
business men and farmers, accord- 
ing to their members, was the ex- 
istence of an unalterable interde- 
pendence of the packer upon the 
man who produces the live stock 
and of the producer upon the in- 
dustry which establishes for-him hic 
market, not only from @ay to day. 
but from vear to year/ and which 
has spread it from ‘the doorvard of 
the farmer, as it-wWere, to the mar- 
ket places of the éntire world,

Eventually, it was the railway 
officials’ opinion, there will be a

Heretdfore 
the highest movement has been 
twenty-six and seven-tenths miles, 
preached in 1917, and the highest © 
loading between twenty-six and 
twenty-seven tons, 

Every mile the railroads succeed- 
ed in boosting the average speed of 
cars, it was declared, they are 
practically adding 90,000 new freight 
cars. And eyery ton more put into 
each car adds 75,000 freight cars 
to the equipment:

The ex- 
ecutives are vee hight and day 
on this program, hey are confi- 
dent that the railroads are on the 
eve of achieving the best operating 
records ever made, plus the best 
financial results. 

“Right now the railroads have 
very greatly depreciated plants. 
Even so, by co-operation almost as 
much traffic is being shandled as 
before the war and a much larger 
volume than last year. The il- 
roads are spending hundreds of mil- 
tions out of their earnings for de- 
ferred maintenance.

“Such an institution is the Geor- | 
gia Children’s Hore society,” writes 
Mrs. Atkinson. “There are thou- 
sands of children in Georgia now, 
either orphans or neglected by their 
who are calling to us for 
aid. They cannot be placed in or- 
phanages because these institutions 
are filled to overflowing. It is a 
question of taxing the public for 
more and large orphanages or of 
plaeging them in private homes at 
infinitely smaller cost to the public. 
“In this connection I would like 
to stress the fact that it isn’t so 
much a question of expense after 
all. I feel sure the people of Geor- 
gia would give anv amount needed 
to care for any number of helpless 
chiidren whatever the cost and 
whatever the method of caring for 
them might be. But the method of 
placing these chiidren in the thou- 
sands of childless homes of ihe siate 
where the surroundirgs are so much 
better than they can possibly be in 
the best of orphanages and where 
they can come under all the in- 
fluences of home and have ‘e bene- 
fit of parental love and care, even 
though it be that of foster-parents, 
which, oftentimes, is as deep and 
abiding as that of real parents, isa 
thousand times better for the chil- 
dren than any other method that 
could be devised. 
Trained Workers. 


“Despite the large number of 
children it handles, the society does 
not require a vast amount of money 
because all its expenses are freld tec 
the minimum and all its paid work- 
ers are doing’ this work, not for 
money, but because their hearts are 
with the needy children of our state. 
But it does need a certain amount 
of money with which to carry on its 
work and this money comes only 
from the tender-bearted people of 
Georgia. 

“The society is asking $50,000 now 
with which to pay for the receiving 
home—Ormewood Court—recently 
purchased to replace the home burn- 
ed last Christmas and a8 a main- 
tenance fund. Those of us who have 
children and are able to fill all 
their needs would not be worthy of 
them if we neglected these less for- 
tunate little ones and failed to do 
for them what we _ would have 
others dy for our own ia siinilaw cir- 
cumstances.” 
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Nursing Service 
In Peace Time. 


In the program of Social servite, 
especially since the period of the 
war, the trained nurse i8 eCrpering 
into every department of the serv- 
ice, and both in 
try the call is 


nurse. 
War service brought to the sur- 


face emphatically the laxity of many 
communities in the matter of public 
health, and the general ignorance 
and indifference of the publie 
toward health conditions. Federal 
investigation had much to do with 
awakening communties to. their 
health conditions, while the condi- 
tions of the men who were drafted 
and whose physical conditions ren- 
dered them unfit for service was an 
appalling incident in the war his- 
ry. 

ae was found that in innumerable 
cases men were unfit for services 
because of illnesses and neglect of 
physical conditions in childhood, 
and it was proven that there was 
in most enlightened communties in 
enlightened sections of the country a 
woeful ignorance of simple health 
laws which would insure against 
jinsanitary and unhealthy living con- 
ditions. 

In many cases it was found such 
conditions could be remedied if peo- 
ple were only brought face to face 
with facts about them, and that the 
trained nurse to follow up the doc- 
tor’s work was as much needed as 
the doctor was. During the period 
of the war the matter of nursing 
service was agitated, and by the 
time the armistice was signed every 
up-to-date community had begun to 
see the necessity for the establish- 
ment of a broader nursing service, 
both through private and _ public 
agencies. 

When, therefore, the American 
Red Cross after the war adopted 
the general policy expressed in its 
peace program that of co-operation 
with public nursing service through 
many channels, it was generally 
conceded to be the best feature 
work the Red Cross could take up 
with its readiness at all times for 
the emergency work for which the 
Red Cross was originally estab- 
lished. 

The Atlanta chapter of the Red 
Cross has taken up this feature of 
the nursing service with heart and 
might, and a corps of able nurses 
are now extending their services 
through every community in the city 
where they may be called. : 

They not only make the nurses 
visits upon the sick and afflicted, 
but they co-operate with other agen- 
cies in other departments of public 
health, among these the establish- 
ment of baby health centers by the 
state health board and sponsored by 
the federal club women. 

They will assist in the baby 
health demonstrations which the 
woman's department will put on

New York, September 4.—A con- 
servative report of the opening of 
the New York theatrical year and 
the promise it gives for develop- 
ment would read like the most 
florid press agent description of the 
old Barnum & Bailey circus in its 
palmy days. 

So great is the popular demand 


there are not enough plays to go 
around and not enough theaters in 
the city to house them if they could 
be secured. This winter the S. R. 
O. sign will be almost as common 
in front: of New York theaters as 
the familiar three balls over pawn-’ 
shop doors. 

The pressure of theatrical busi- 
ness has become so great that the 
playhouses are bulging out of their 
previously established limits and 
beginning. to spill uptown. John 
Cort has leased a three-story prop-}; 
erty on West Sixty-third street 
which was begun as a theater years 
ago and never completed. He wil! 
remodel it into a modern theater to 
be ré@ady for occupancy about 
Christmas. The Shuberts have 
leased a large plot on upper Seventh 
avenue with frontages on Centra! 
park south and Fifty-elghth street. 
where work on a new theater with 
seating capacity of 2,200 is to be 
egun at once. 

The new sceson holds forth a 
rreater promise thsn just more the- 
aters and more plays. Last year, for 
the first time in New York theatri- 
cal history. at least two plays writ- 
ten with no slightest attempt to 
confor mto box office traditions of 
excellence. but with the sole idea of 
approximating artistic perfection, 
were produced on Broadway and 
“sot the money.” 

Two Good Productions. 

The two productions that thus 
blazed the trail to commercial suc- 
cess for piays that have hitherto 
been, literally, too good to be put 
on. where “Jane Clegg.” by St. John 
Ervine, and “Beyond the Horizon.” 
“Jane Cletsg,” a 
sordid, bitterly logical] tragedy of 
middle class English life, was pro- 
duced by the theater guild and was 
usatately pronounced by the 
critics a marvelous artistic achieve- 
ment that would, of course, soor lie 
of its own excellence. “Bevond the 
Horizon” was a_ starq tragedy of 
farm lifa on Cape Ced. Arthur Hop- | 
kins, the most daring of all the 
current managers in his willingness 
to defy box office tradition for the 
purpose of producing really good 
things, did not have the nerve at 
first to give it a Broadway opening 
He sneaked im with it to play Tues- 
day and Thursay matinees with a 
cast recruited from players appear* 
ing in more traditional things. The 
critics pronounted it far toe good 
to ‘live. 

Soon thereafter, however, it 
moved into a reguiar Broadway the- 
ater and proved itself a commercia! 
success as well as an Artistic mas 
terpiece. “Jane Clegg” made more 
money than any girl-and-music bit 
of fol-de-rol. For the first time art 
with a capital A, dug itself out of 
the obscurity of poverty and took 
its place in the haunts of afluence 
along with the most scantily dress- 
ed chorus girls and the jazziest of 
music. As a result this year theold 
wall that good plays die young, for 
the first time will have lost its ac- 
customed note of sincerity.

—-nevertheless, it has a history, in 

which near tragedy, romance and ad- 
venture abound. 

The tank might well be called a 
magic tank, for, as simple and unim- 
posing as it nay appear, many magical 
scenes have b°en enacted sand staged 
within its walls. -In days gone by, 
_ beautiful Venetian canals and archi- 
tecture, the -urning sands of the Sa- 
hara, the pyramids and the dreamy 
Nile; the ice-bound ships and frozen 
wastes of the far North, all have been 
magically reared and razed in that 
one small excavation. Today, an Ori- 
ental tea-house along the waterfront 
in the ancient city of Shanghai, China, 
has bee. duplicated there‘n. Tomor- 
row, there will 12 another vista of 
scenic grandeur, and so on into the 
years to come 

Makes Visitors Marvel. 

The tank is always one of the most 
interesting stops in the sightseeing 
itinerary of any visitor to the studio 
The visitor looks with wonderment up- 
on some cleverly: constructed setting 
therein and {fs astonished to Jearn 
that many spectacular scenes which 
he has seen enacted upon the screen, 
have all Leen staged on that very site.

This court scene was 
constructed around the tank and the 
tank i\self was_the beautiful bathing 
pool which wa in picturized. A 
platform was laid in the bottom of the 
tank which so lessened the depth that 
the bathers could stand on the bottom 
of the pool without going beneath the 
sur‘ace. The famous tropical garden, 
which is now a permanent adjunct of 
the studio, was planted at that time, 
as a background for the pool. [In this 
garden were eight hundred and fifty 
rare and colorful tropical birds, and 
Phat they might not escape, the garden 
was completely enclosed by fine mesh 
wire. : 

Then came a shipwreck scene in a 
Clara Kimball Young production. The 
ship was contstructed and the tank 
filled with cold’ water. But it 
was in the Winter month and the wa- 
ter was icy cold. The script provided 
that Miss Young should take a plunge 
in the water, as the ship was sinkinc. 
Desiring to make it as comfortable for 
the star as possible, the director and 
preducer ordered that a large boiler 
be brought to the studio and that every 
effort be made to heat the water. An 
immense boiler was transported and 
set up at the edge of the tank and 
for twenty-four hours steam gushed 
through a connecting pipe into the icy 
water. But the temperature of the 
water remained unchanged. For two 
days more, the engineers rémained on 
the job and the steam continued to 
shoot into the water. But at the end 
of that ime, it was, if anything, colder 
than ever. In dismay, Miss Young 
was summoned to the studio and the 
situation was explained to -her. 

Wanted Cold Plunge.

Dr. William J. Hickson, of Chi- 
cago’s psychopathic laboratory, insists that American men in 

| particular are becoming “sissies.” President La Guardia, of 

|) ew York’s Board of Aldermen, says that Dr. Hickson is quite right, that men 
” are becoming more timid every day, and that “women are the oge hope of the 
country.” Evidently women are the “one hope” if men keep on being timid. 
Dr. Hickson lays the whole trouble to the “collapse’of the male ascendency.” 

Distinguished feminists like Charlotte Perkins Gilman ask: Why should 
there be a male ascendency? ‘The ‘original sex having been female, why 
shouldn’t the female come into her own again? 

~Anyway, you will perceive in such a controversy. ample explanation for 
the feminine cry for a revival of the cave man. With cave men there would

q¢ HE moves a goddess and she 
looks a queen,” was the high- 

S est praise that Homer could 
give to mortal woman. The 
Greeks, who knew a thing or two about 
beauty, if the extant statues are any 
indication, placed a graceful carriage at 
the very top of the list of a beauti- 
ful woman's attributes. Moderns are 
glad to accept their standards here as 
in all things artistic. 

The American Indian no less than 
the Greeks believed in the freedom of 
the body. The supple bodies and the 
lithe grace of the native Indian girls 
prove that nature intended women to 
have erect bodies. It is the evils of 
civilization, such as confining shoes, 
corsets and much bending over books 
which have spoiled nature’s plans. Life 
is no longer a garden-of-Eden existence, 
and most of us have to work for our 
share of beauty. 

The time to aequire a graceful car- 
riage is in youth. Muscles then re- 
spond more readily and correct habits 
are more easily formed. 80, mothers, 


make your daughters walk a chaik line 
—not figuratively, but literally! 

A waddle may be a graceful walk for 
a duck, but it is all wrong for a woman. 
The chalk line is the simplest and 
most effective way of correcting an un- 
desirable gait since it serves as a guide 
for the placement of the feet. Toes 
should be pointed straight ahead and 
not turned outward. 

The ‘‘toeing-out” position is not only 
ungraceful, but dangerous as well. It 
tends to break down the instep or Jongi- 
tudinal arch of the foot. The people 
who suffer from falling arches are in- 
variably the ones whose toes point out- 
ward. 

So let your little girl practice walking 
for fifteen minutes -each day upon a 
chalked line drawn upon the floon, until 
her feet fall naturally into the correct 
position. A crack in the floor or any 
other straight line will do just as wel! 
if you object to the chalk on your floors. 

It is important also that she Walk with 
a spring in her step. The walking mo- 
tion should start from the hips and not 
from the knees. ‘ 

Now that we have her feet straight- 


ened out, let us consider her carriage. 


Never say, “Straighten up your shoul-- 


ders,’ -but rather “Lift your chest.” 
When this command is obeyed, the body 
immediately assumes a naturally grace- 
ful position. The shoulders are erect, 
the stothach is in and the weight shifts» 
ty the balls of the feet where it proper- 
ly belongs. 

It is just as important-every bit— 
that the head should be held just right 
when walking as it is that the rest of 
the body should be held erectly. Lots 
of folks seem to overlook that fact. 
Graceful walking is a matter not only 
of proper toeing, but also of proper 
batancing and correct head-holding. If 
you ean walk a chalked ‘line and 
breathe deeply from the chest at 
the same time you are balancing 4a 
book on your head, then you may be 
sure your carriage is all that is to be 
desired. Try this out on your little 
girl, and then keep on trying Jt out!

THE HANDY WOMAN ABOUT THE HOUSE 
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MAKE YOUR BETWEEN-SEASONS HAT 


VERY girl and 

woman knows 
that there is a 
certain time of 
the year when an 
extra hat is al- 
most necessary — 
the season when 
it is too late in 
summer to re@ly 
wholly on the hot 
weather hat and 
not late enough 
to put on a win- 
ter hat—and that 
it is not always 
easy to finda 
money for the in- 
ulgence. But the girl who knows how 
to sew cah make at home one or two 
hats that will cost Iittie and that will 
serve well for early fall wear. 

Sailor and toque shapes are the easiest 
to make, but unpretentious dress hats 
and hats of fancy shapes—the tam-o- 
shanter for example—are tot much 
more difficult. 

Frames in different styles, ready to 
he covered, can be bought for 50 or 7% 
cents. Satin, silk, georgette and taf- 
feta are ail suitable materials for mak- 
ing this early fall hat. Ribbons anid 
such little ornaments as are needed can 
be bought at bargain prices. 

The frames come in two sections, 
crown and brim, which are held to- 
gether merely by clips, and so can eas- 
ily be taken apart, Always make the 
top of the hat first. Cut a piece of ma- 
terial large endugh to make the crown 
and to exténd an inch or two down on 
the sides. Baste it to the frame. Cut 
a strip of material long enough to go 
around the crown and leave an inch or 
two to spare. See that the ends are 
cut on a “straight bias.” If the band 
is to lie tight and plain, make it three 
inches wider than the hat is high; if 
it is to He in folds, make it six inches 
wider than the hat is high. 

Fit jhe band to the frame and indi- 
-eate with pins where the seam is to be, 
then remove the band and make a seam 
on a machine, for a handmade seam is 
never strong enough. Turn the bana 
and draw it over the crowi. If it is 
too wide, use an extra width in little 
folds. insert a piece of wire in the top 
edge of the band and-sew the wired 
edge in place round the top of the hat 
with the long-and-short | stitch. The 
stitches will not show if they are set 
very close to the wire and the thread 


is drawn tight! . ’

When the fam- 
ily is small, one often has enough vege- 
tables or fruit to fill one. jar, besides 
what jis needed for immediate ude. 


By a little forethought, you can often 
fill a jar with the surplus vegetables 
and boil it while cooking a meal, thus 
adding to the ‘‘winter store’’.of good 
things to eat, and saving fuel and 
products that might otherwisé go to 
waste. 


For the container use a gallon syrup 
pail with a wire rack that fits inside the 
pail. To make the rack tise tWo pieces 
of mediumweight wire 22 inches long. 
These are crossed at center and s8e- 
curely tied with picture wire or any 
other pliable wire. Bend the four wires 
upward at fight angles, 2 inches from 


the center, bend the ends back at the- 


top to form loops or ears by which to 
lift the rack. Use two circulaf pieces 
of the picture wire, fastened to the up- 
right wires 2 inches from top and bot- 
tom. : 

When you have more fruit or vege- 
tables than requiréd for a meal, fill a 
jar, adjust rubber and lid, plate in a 
rack, then in a cofitaineér filiéd with 
cold water which reaches to the neck 
of the jar. Fhen boi! the required min- 
utes and seai. 

In the winter you'can preserve your 
fresh meat for future usé, a can of 
two at a time, by using this sameé lit« 
tle outfit. The meat must be cooked 
tender, put in a sterilized jar, covered 
with its own broth and bofled an hour 


ee dn a a 
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for three consecutive days or three 
hours &t a time, the former slow proc- 
ess being the better.

The public schools 
have kept pace 
with the marvel- 
ous development 
of our country 
until now we 
have by far the 
best public school 
system in the 
world. 

You mothers who regret that you 
cannot afford to send your chil- 
dren to a private Bchool du not realize 
how very/ fortunate you realiy are. 
Your child will have a great many adad- 
vantages which the private echool des 
not offer. No less at’ atithority than 
the learned Doctor Johnson assures us 


‘that ‘‘more is learned in a public than 


in @ private school from emulation. 
There is the collision of mind @ith 


‘mind or the radiation of many minds 


pointing to one center.” 
The chief lesson tq be learned in a 


democracy is the lesson of good citigen- © 


ship, and this lesson the public schoo! 
ia best fitted to teach. The good gitizen 
mist know the difference between free- 
dom and license; he must’ be law-abid- 
ing; he must have a healthy respect 
for public opinion, and he must be im- 
bued with the aspirit of the group; in 
other words he must have the ‘‘we- 
feeling.”

the mothers of their pupils, so do not 
hesitate to take advatitage of the visit- 
ing days, tha,parent-and-teacher asso- 
eiation meetings, etc., Which are plan- 
ned for the purpose of q Close co-oper- 
atioti between the parents and the edu- 
catore of their children. 

That you may be fair-minded, mothers, 
always remeriltier that if may just be 
porsible that yor boys and girls are 
not the paragéne whith your fond moti- 
er heart thinks they are. 

So be glad that your child has the 
priceless opportunity for a free educa- 
tion and do all in yvour power to supple- 
ment the good work of the public 
echools.
